Specifically, Applicant 
argues that the amendments to claim 6, incorporating the limitations from cancelled claims 7 and 8, are not taught by Bassett (US 
6,847,897). In particular, Applicant argues that Bassett does not teach or use "tissue arrays". However, this is not persuasive, as the 
method and system taught by Bassett is a system that comprises information that contains data derived from a plurality of biological 
sources, including tissue sources, as stated in the previous Office Action. See for instance column 10, lines 32 and 33, which states that 
the samples may be tissue samples from various biological organisms. Thus t Bassett still anticipates the claims. 
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
